We realize that it is the spiritual 
vitality of a people who are willing 
to emphasize and trust in the pow- 
er of the Holy Ghost that makes 
for real progress in every field of 
Christian endeavor. This spirit has 
been characterized in Georgia by 
the many outstanding revivals our 
churches have enjoyed. We have 
had a number of truly great out- 
pourings in both the small and 
large churches in which many souls 
were saved and large numbers 
sanctified and baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. We have had a sub- 
stantial increase in membership 
boosting our total to 17,262.

g T IS WONDERFUL to be a

of the Foreign Missions Board since 1950. 


Georgia was organized in 1905 in 
the mountains of north Georgia. 
We have grown in these fifty-five 
years to an organization of which 
anyone could be proud. We now 
have a total of 285 churches. 

New Churches: Although much 
of our effort has gone into 
strengthening the smaller church- 
es, we have been able to carry the 
Pentecostal message into a num- 
ber of new towns and communi- 
ties. We have organized 27 new 
churches in this period with the 
prospect of more before the General 
Assembly. 


New Buildings: When people love 
the Lord and His cause, they are 
eager to build lovely church build- 
ings and parsonages. We are able 
to count 58 new church buildings 
ranging in value from $10,000 to 
well over $100,000. Thirty-one of 
these are brick buildings, 21 are 
block and 6 are frame. There has 
been an addition of 15 new Sun- 
day School plants and 32 new par- 
sonages. A number of churches 
have improved their existing facili- 
ties with parsonage remodeling, 
Willing Workers’ facilities, recrea- 
tional areas and parking space. 

We praise God for these good ma- 
terial gains. We are aware that 
much of this has been accom- 
plished at a great sacrifice on the 
part of our ministers and members. 
These buildings and improvements 
will stand as memorials to their 
faithfulness and generosity.

grateful that God has blessed our 
people materially. They have gen- 
erously given their tithes and of- 
ferings for the spreading of the 
gospel. Four years ago the average 
gross tithes paid by our churches 
was $59,238 per month. This year 
they have averaged $71,829 per 
month. The Sunday School has in- 
creased from a weekly average of 
17,113 in 1956 to a weekly average 
of 20,994 for this year. Georgia also 
led the nation in foreign missions 
offering last year. 

State Property Improvements: 
You will recall having seen the pic- 
tures and an article about our state 
building project in a past issue of 
the Evangel. We now have three 
beautiful buildings to grace and 
enhance our campground. These 
consist of a state office building 
valued at $40,000, a state parson- 
age with a spacious lot on the main 
thoroughfare valued at $50,000, and 
a State Sunday School and Youth 
Director’s parsonage on the same 
street valued at approximately 
$30,000. We added to our present 
campsite an additional eight acres 
of land. 

These accomplishments are a re- 
sult of a splendid spirit of co- 
operation. We give our God the 
glory, honor and praise. The future 
for the Church of God in Georgia 
looks very bright. The next Over- 
seer of Georgia will meet some of 
the finest and most co-operative 
people in all the world.

INCE COMING to North 

Carolina as state overseer, 

it has been inspiring to note 
the fervor and enthusiasm mani- 
fested among our ministers and 
laity as they have labored to pro- 
mote the cause of Christ. 

In twenty months, our ministers 
have preached 68,572 sermons; 17,- 
903 people were converted, 7,517 
sanctified 5,008 filled with the 
Holy Ghost, 1,700 baptized in water, 
and 3,776 united with the church. 

Our churches have paid a gross 
tithe of $1,528,121.90; raised a total 
of $122,527.97 for home and foreign 
missions; given a total of $76,- 
023.68 for the support and main- 
tenance of our state-owned Child- 
ren’s Home; and the Ladies’ Bands 
have reported a total of $296,976.35 
raised. 

Our Sunday Schools have re- 
ported a total attendance of 1,- 
950,368; gross Sunday School of- 
ferings were $457,548.71. Total 
Y.P.E. attendance reported 873,933; 
total Y.P.E. offerings were $100,- 
293.19. 

We have organized eleven new 
churches and purchased and paid 
for a twenty-four acre tract of

land on Highway 74 near Lum- 
berton, North Carolina, which is 
being developed into a camp- 
ground for our Indian people. 

Several new church buildings 
have been erected, as well as se- 
veral beautiful parsonages.

A new Home for boys was erected 
last year at a cost of $50,000, and 
the two older Homes were redeco- 
rated and much needed new furni- 
ture purchased. A laundry was also 
installed.

ages, beautiful churches with am-

Ohio is a rich industrial state 
and is a leader in many respects 
throughout the whole nation. I will 
not take time to describe all that 
this state has to offer as an in- 
dustrial leader, but all this has 
afforded the Church of God many 
wonderful opportunities of which 
God has helped us to take ad- 
vantage. 

There have been many great re- 
vivals in almost every church re- 
sulting in 7,710 souls being saved 
in eighteen months and also 2,153 
receiving the Holy Ghost. We have 
tried to remember that the sal- 
vation of souls is our mission, and 
the responsibility of getting the 
gospel of Jesus Christ to the peo- 
ple of Ohio is our supreme charge.

There are pros- 
pects for others. 

There have been many new 
church buildings and parsonages 
erected during this period that will 
help to strengthen our position and 
enable us to build for the future. 
These amount to thousands of dol- 
lars in property value increase. 


For many years Ohio has needed 
her own campground and suffered 
from many points as the result of 
not having had one, but God pro- 
vided us with a wonderful site. In 
part, the camp site was given to us 
as a memorial to a young man 
who died in service for his country. 
The campground has been named 
the Doyle Horst Memorial Camp- 
ground of the Church of God. A 
realtor appraised our camp at 
$215,000 last fall; since that time 
many improvements have been and 
are being made which will increase 
its value to -$250,000. There is a 
debt of about $55,000 on this pro- 
ject. It will, when completed this 


summer, have complete youth 
camp facilities including a swim- 
ming pool. 

Ohio has enjoyed a very sub- 
stantial growth in membership for 
the last two years with a mem- 
bership of near 7,500, which means 
Ohio will soon be promoted to Class 
AA and then we predict that 
should our Lord tarry, she will one 
day take her place among the 
leaders of this class also. In a 
recent survey we found there were 
in Ohio 185 towns and cities with 
a population of more than 3,000 
yet to be evangelized, so the po- 
tential is certainly here. As you 
know, the law of limitation says 
I must leave this great state, but 
whoever is sent here will enjoy 
a phenomenal growth, I am sure.

NEW FIELD CRUSADERS: In 
the first ministers’ meeting after 
the General Assembly, the min- 
isters adopted a plan for promoting 
new field work in the state. A com- 
mittee of Evangelism was selected 
and plans worked out to create 
a greater and more effective way 
of opening new field work on the 
district level. One of the plans was 
the organization of a group in the 
state known as “New Field Crusa- 
ders” for the purpose of assisting 
new churches in building their 
first new church. The state now 
has a membership of 1,890 people, 
who have pledged to contribute a 
dollar each on the erection of each 
new church building in a new 
field within two years of its or- 
ganization. We have already 
erected two new churches and are 
at the present erecting the third. 
This is one of the greatest steps 
forward in new field work that 
has ever been started in the state. 
The state goal is 3,000 members, 
which will greatly raise the level 
of our buildings in new fields and 
will also keep those new churches 
from going so far in debt with 
their first project. 


SOUTH CAROLINA HOME FOR 
CHILDREN: Since the last Assem- 
bly, the boys’ home has been com- 
pleted and we now have a full 


* capacity of thirty-four children in 


our homes. God has helped us also 
in purchasing the adjoining farm 
of 100 acres with a _ five-room 














dwelling house and barn at a mini- 
mum cost of $7,000 with no down 
payment and a yearly payment of 
$750, interest free. At this time 
we are in the process of building 
a new dining hall and laundry 
room for the children which will 
be forty by seventy feet in size. 
Reverend L. R. Patterson, superin- 
tendent, and his fine staff are 
doing a great job with our Home 
for Children. 


STATE CAMPGROUND EXPAN- 
SION: The State Council was very 
fortunate in purchasing the pro- 
perty adjacent to our campground. 
This was thirteen acres with a nice 
home and swimming pool on it. 
The purchase price of this pro- 
perty was $7,932, and the lease 
was cleared off the swimming pool 
for $6,000, making a total of $13,- 
932 for this fine property. The min- 
isters voted to build a fourteen 
foot concrete wall around the pool 
for the privacy of our people and 
this now gives us some of the 
finest property for the state work 
with its youth of any state. The 
home on this property which was 
new and incomplete has been com- 
pleted and furnished. A nice nur- 
sery was erected, twenty-two by 
thirty feet in size, and one of the 
farm houses converted into a five- 
room dormitory for girls during 
youth camp with a nice bath house. 
The entire grounds have been re- 
wired, meeting the state regula- 
tions, and other improvements in 
landscaping, when completed, will 
make our campground one of the 
most beautiful. 

NEW STATE OFFICE: We are 
now in the process of erecting a new 
state office at the campground, 
which will face the highway and 
will be thirty-six by seventy feet 
in size. This building will be of ma- 
sonary construction with red brick 
on the exterior trimmed with crab 
orchard stone planters around the 
reception room and general office 
and a crab orchard stone sign with 
the aluminum letters, “CHURCH 
OF GOD STATE OFFICE,” thereon, 
going from the ground and stand- 
ing seven feet above the roof. The 
office will be fireproof with vault, 
reception room, general office, state 
treasurer’s office, state youth dir- 
ector’s office, state overseer’s of-

fice, state overseer and youth dir- 
ector’s private secretary’s office, 
work room, council room fifteen 
by twenty-three feet, two rest 
rooms, and heat and air condition- 
ing room. The building will be 
fully air-conditioned and heated 
with natural gas. The cost of this 
nice office will be $31,000, and we 
hope to be able to dedicate it at 
the 1960 camp meeting. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL AND YOUTH 
WORK: God has certainly blessed 
South Carolina in the Youth De- 
partment under the fine direction 
of Brother Thomas Grassano. We 
have seen some fine strides for- 
ward in this work. The state has 
awarded 2,565 Teacher’s Training 
Certificates since the Assembly. The 
youth camp last year was the 
state’s largest with a total enroll- 
ment of 618; of this number, 159 
were saved, 149 sanctified, 134 


filled with the Holy Ghost, 114 bap- 
tized in water, and 103 united with 
the church. We are trusting God 
for a greater camp this year. Be- 
sides this, the campground and 
facilities are now open for a full 
summer’s use to the youth in 
guided recreation. Brother Gras- 
sano with his district youth direc- 
tors have conducted two nights 
of Sunday School and Youth Con- 
ferences with eight lectures which 
have reached a state enrollment of 
2,026. 


May I say in closing this report 
from the Palmetto State that if I 
have sounded proud and unduly 
boastful, it has not been prompted 
by a selfish motive. I am sincerely 
proud of the accomplishments but 
feel that I can justly say that it 
has been brought about through 
the working of the Holy Ghost with 
some of the greatest ministers and 
laity with whom I have ever been 
priviledged to labor. The ministers 
in this state are as closely knit 
together through love as any you 
will find anywhere. They have not 
refused any project I have pre- 
sented and have worked untiringly 
to put over all projects passed. At 
no time have I had to get any 
two together through misunder- 
standings or ill feelings. It has 
been a real pleasure for me and 
my family to work with such a 
thoughtful, consecrated, and 
loving group as we found in the 
State of South Carolina. God surely 
will reward them in this life and 
more fully on that day when we 
shall come into His presence.

By C. W. Batson 


Overseer of Wyoming 


INCE THE Assembly of 1958, 

S the Church of God in Wyo- 

ming has experienced a con- 

tinual growth. Our membership 

has more than doubled; it now 

stands at 125 with spiritual results 
most gratifying. 

The Lord has blessed us with 
two new churches, one located in 
Torrington and the other in West 
Cheyenne, which brings our num- 
ber of churches to five in the 
state. 

The Torrington Church is pro- 
gressing under the able leadership 
of Brother and Sister Fred Herring, 
a talented young couple who have 
stayed with the church since it 
was organized in December of 1958. 
Immediately after the organiza- 
tion of the church, we purchased 
a nice frame building from the 
Church of Christ. It is equipped 
with automatic heating system, 
Sunday School rooms, kitchen, and 
rest room. Recently they have 
bought carpeting for the church 
and a new spinet piano. This fine 
couple came to Wyoming from 
Georgia after the last Assembly. 

The West Cheyenne Church is 
pastored by Brother Samuel Reid 
(Colored), a very fine talented 
young minister. This church was 
organized in the spring of 1959 
and the success they have enjoyed 
has been marvelous. We purchased 
a large corner lot which now 
would be valued at $5,000. God 
helped us to buy a building from 
the government that could be 


moved and placed on a new foun- 
dation. We then installed the nec- 
essary plumbing and heating sys- 
tems, bricked the front, built a 
concrete porch, steps, and walkway. 
The beautiful glass cross and 
planter help to beautify this place 
of worship. On February 28 when 
the temperature was fifteen de- 
grees below zero, Brother Reid an- 
nounced a special Sunday after- 
noon service and there were 
ninety-three in attendance. This 
place of worship is valued at $12,- 
000. 

Since last Assembly, the East 
Cheyenne Church has been pas- 
tored by the overseer, Brother Bat- 
son. Since then the church has pur- 
chased a nice seven-room parson- 
age, a new electric organ, carpet- 
ing for the church, and redecorated 
the Sunday School department. We 
have experienced a steady increase 
in attendance and finances. 

The Casper Church under the 
able leadership of Brother R. C. 
Hicks has shown signs of progress. 
The attendance has more than 
doubled. They have purchased a 
parsonage and furnished it 
throughout; for the church they 
have bought a new spinet piano 
and wool carpeting. In addition 
they have bought and installed 
seats, built Sunday School rooms, 
painted the church inside, roofed 
the building, seeded the lawn, and 
built a pastor’s study. 

We have a church and parson- 
age in Wheatland. At present it is

ing Course certificates and fifty- 
eight Youth Leaders’ Training 
Course certificates. To date we have 
issued 178 Master Certificates to 
persons who have completed all 
five of the Workers’ Training 
Courses, and others are qualifying 
weekly. In the state we have 
seventeen Silver Shield Sunday 
Schools and ten Silver Shield 
Y.P.E.’s. Since the Assembly, we 
have gained seven Sunday Schools, 
giving us a total of 251; with a 
gain of five Y.P.E.’s, we now have 
233. 

The “Forward in Faith” radio 
broadcast has been a blessing to 
our state, and numbers of our 
people eagerly anticipate broad- 
cast time each Sunday.

VShelby Church Makes 
Great Progress 


SHELBY, N. C.—On March 24, 
1957, the Church of God in Shelby 
voted to purchase one and one-half 
acres of land. The Holy Spirit ap- 
proved by moving into our midst. 
The property was purchased for 
$3,500. The morning we voted to 
buy it we raised $1,200 to pay on 
the stated amount. In less than 
six months all of the $3,500 was 
paid and the property was ours. 

Accepting the challenge to move 
on, we immediately made plans to 
start construction. First, we built 
a parsonage consisting of seven 
rooms, two baths, and a 28’ x 33’ 
basement. This was built by day 
labor, with the pastor, Rev. N. C. 
Jones, doing all the buying. J. G. 
Williams, chairman of the building 
committee, was foreman and head 
carpenter. Many of the members 
and friends contributed free labor. 
Several business places gave us 
good discounts on the building ma- 
terial. Through this generosity of 
our business associates and other 
things too numerous to mention, 
the parsonage was built at a cost 
of $10,000. The value of the build- 
ing was estimated by the appraisal 
committee from First Federal 
Savings and Loan Association at 
$15,500 to $18,000. The old par- 
sonage and fellowship hall on Clegg 
Street were sold for $9,500, and 
with the L.W.W.B. donating $500 
cash, we paid for the new par- 
sonage. 

In September, 1958, we began 
construction on our new church 
and fellowship hall. The basis for 
the construction was the same as 
on the parsonage. On March 8, 1959, 
(six months and one week from 
date beginning construction), we 
had our first service in the new 
church building. Our state overseer, 
Reverend John L. Byrd, honored 
us by delivering the first sermon 
in our new building. 

The church building 
structed on a contemporary style 
with brick and block walls through- 
out. The blocks are exposed and 
have been struck with a “V” 
joint in both the sanctuary and 
Sunday School plant. A nursery, 
which includes a big plate glass 
window and loud speakers, is to 
the left of the vestibule. The 
main sanctuary’s furniture and 
trimming, including the choir and 
rostrum paneling, are finished in 
honey oak. Behind the choir is a 
steel baptistery with facilities now 
ready for use. The main sanctuary 
is fully air-conditioned by a fif- 
teen-ton Frigidaire cooling system. 

The contract price for the church 
building (4,400 square feet) was 
$42,000 to $43,000. With the help 
of the Lord, the kindness of our 
business friends and hundreds of 
free man-hours donated by mem- 
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bers and friends, the church was 
built for $25,000, and the fellow- 
ship hall for $3,300. 

By using the “Fol-door” parti- 
tions in the fellowship hall, which 
is a 26’ x 45’ building located di- 
rectly behind the church, we have 
facilities for 14 classes in our Sun- 
day School. Our fellowship hall 
has a rest room, a large dining 
area, and a complete kitchen for 
the L.W.W.B. Recreation facilities 
= provided for the social activi- 

es. 

Dedication services for the build- 
ings were held on April 19, 1959, 
with Rev. Earl P. Paulk preaching 
a very appropriate dedicatorial 
message. Even though the weather 
was unfavorable, our Dedication 
Day was very successful. Our Sun- 
day School attendance was 162; the 
+ eed School offering was $949.- 


The first year in the new loca- 
tion on Royster Avenue has been 
very enjoyable. The sanctuary has 
been completely furnished with 
pews made of number one Appa- 
lachian Oak with honey oak finish. 


These pews cost $2,900 installed. 
Half of the amount was paid upon 
delivery; the remainder was paid 
in twelve months. 

During the first twelve months 
the church’s indebtedness was de- 
creased by $5,499.40. 

The Sunday School at the time 
of entry into the new church 
plant was averaging 105, but after 
oy year the average per week is 


The most gratifying results have 
been in the spiritual program of 
the church. From August of 1959 
to March of 1960, twenty-seven 
have been saved, eighteen sancti- 
fied, thirteen filled with the Holy 
Ghost and _ sixteen baptized in 
water.
